All-cottons compete 
with silk-and-rayons which in turn compete with all- 
wools, wool-blends and silk-and-angora. Leather inserts 
and fur trims are prevalent. Textured patterns, hand- 
knits, hand-crochets, and novelty effects on tassels, 
pompoms and pony tails are found on both pullovers 
and cardigans. Both also feature Gibson and dolman 
sleeves, puffed shoulders and wide wristbands.

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Reversibles, Petites 
Emphasized at N.Y. Fur Fair 


Luxury furs predominated again at the 4th 
International Fur Fair, N.Y. Coliseum, from 
March 20-24. Racks and racks of precious 
furs--sables, fitches, fishers and lynxes 
(both Cat Lynx and Canadian) looked even 
more opulent because of their generous 
shapes. Coats are still long, despite the 
shortening of dress and skirt silhouettes. 
Many jackets and 7/8 length coats qualify 
for the mini-lengths. 


The most interesting story is REVERSIBLES: 
fur-on-fur as the Germans do it, contrasting 
the inside in ribbed stripes of intricate 
patterns of beaver and mink, with another 
color for the outside. Technically works 
of art, these are practically weightless. 
The loden reversibles, appliqued with 
leather designs, are lined with colorful 
long-haired foxes, opossums and squirrels. 
Wide varieties of fabrics: wools, silks, 
poplins and even snakeskin, with fur inside, 
to match or contrast. 


PETITES are important. 
have finally realized that a large percent- 
age of the fur-buying public is 5'4" and 
under. Both styling and sizing efforts are 
essential for this customer. There are 
petite-size coats not only in mink, but also 
appearing for the first time in the long- 
haired furs: 


The newest silhouettes are relaxed and 
free-flowing. Dolman sleeves worked hori- 
zontally give roomy bodies even more ease-- 
dropped shoulders continue the unbroken 

line. Even the narrower shapes achieve 
width and breadth from their oversize collars 
and deep cuffs. Collars have new importance: 
cut like capelets, tuxedo shawls, plastrons, 
V-inserts and bibs. Yokes are worked 
usually in mitered stripes that focus 
attention above the waistline. 


There's every shade of mink and every kind 
of technical treatment to make it look 
different: boxes, chevrons, grids and dice 
patterns are still popular, but the most 
elegant looks are the combinations of 
sheared and unsheared mink, usually in the 
same tones, giving a textural contrast.

The 9th edition of MODIT, the pret-a-porter 
showing in Milan, did not rate bravos for the 
Fall/Winter '82-'83 collections. The fashions 


were too busy, too contrived, and too strongly 


in the Medieval-Renaissance vein. There were, 


‘however, some notable trends that, used singly, 


will be important in the coming seasons. 


LENGTHS: Almost to the ankle long, and 
mini-short. . 
SILHOUETTES: Volume at the top--blousons 


looked best in short lengths. 

SHOULDERS: Voluminous, enriched with trim- 
mings and gathers. Though extended, 
shoulders are rounded rather than squared. 

SLEEVES: Wide, puffed, and dolmans; wide 
cuffs on kimono sleeves; leg-of-mutton 
and renaissance sleeves on pale, soft knit 
sweaters. 

COLLARS: Two styles predominate: small, 
rigid Mandarin types and wide, plisse 
shawl collars embellished with frills. 

WAISTLINES: Natural waists marked by yokes 
and corselets; sashes worn loosely at hips. 

PANTS: Wide tapered pants; loose pants 
cropped above the ankle. 

JACKETS: Long with both short and long 
skirts; and with the new wider pants. 

DETAILS: The Renaissance looks were accented 
with embroideries and contrasting piping. 
Tweeds with satin borders; velvet with 
braided yarn trim, fringes, passementerie. 

COLORS: Grey saffron, violet, antique red, 
maillard blue, ink blue. 


Activewear Takes a Stylish Tone 


Action clothes for fall take on the color- 
ations, fabrics and some of the stylish 
trims found in regular sportswear. These 
include jewel tones, striped tees, parti- 
tioned pockets, zippers, and such popular 
sportswear fabrics as fleece and velour. 
Cotton jersey is also gaining in popularity; 
and such after-five looks as black velour 
hooded tunics and ponchos. 


Milan: Leather in 
a Classic Mood 


The 42nd Mipel, the leading leather goods 
exhibition, was in a classic mood for 
Fall/Winter. Smaller, neater shapes 
replaced the large, bulky handbags of 
recent seasons. On the whole, bags tended 
to be medium-small in geometric, rigid 
shapes as well as softer, rounded styles. 


The newest looks: shoulder bags in highly 
polished calf or patent leather combined 
with matte, velvety suede. Black patent 
with red leather trim; contrast pipings 

on calf and napa bags. Bi-color and 
tri-color suede bags looked best in 
Renaissance colors: antique red, violet, 
maillard blue, saffron. 


Small harlequin-shaped suede shoulder 
pouches were trimmed with lace, pompoms 
and metallic embroidery. An Italian 
version of Santa Fe featured naked and 
antique leathers with embroidery trim. 
Reptiles continued strong with "sauvage" 
crocodile, snakeskin and lizard in natural 
or fashion colors, looking newer than 
glazed reptile. 


Sapphire velour two-piece suit with straight 
leg pants, snap front jacket, stand up 
collar and blanket stitching; teal/navy 
shirred velour hooded suit; purple 12 ounce 
cotton jersey tight-leg pants and sweatshirt 
in purple and tan with shawl collar; black 
velour pants with drawstring waist and 
ankle-ties teamed with black/blue hooded 
poncho: L&L SPORTSWEAR BY ADOLFO. 

Teal/grey cotton fleece sweat pants, boat- 
neck shirt; also pewter cotton twill pants, 
drawstring waist and crewneck top: SWEATS. 
Striped cotton tee, grey fleece baseball 
jacket with three vertically-partitioned 
pockets for change, I.D., and keys, grey 
fleece pants; also violet velour zip 

jacket, drop armholes, underarm air holes, 
three-compartment pocket, and black trim, 
shown with violet velour pants and V-neck 
top: COMOSPORT. 
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
